Dear Secretary Baker, 

I am writing regarding documents recently provided to the 
Swedish government by the Soviet Foreign Ministry on Raoul 
Wallenberg. In early December, a press conference was held in 
Moscow, where it was reported that forty-three new documents 
concerning Wallenberg were released. My office has been told that 
these materials were subsequently classified by the Swedish 
government . 

I would like to know whether the information contained in the 
documents given to the Swedes has similarly been made available to 
the United States Government. If not, I believe we should 
promptly ask the Swedes for them.
